You are really have to go back in time on this one.I was 10 years old in 
1922.We lived in Connecticut quite remote from the NY stations.I had tried 
unsucessfully to build a crystal set . My father took pity and ordered one 
from the Montgomery Ward catalogue for which as I recall he paid $3.50(no 
sales tax !) 


It was really a beautiful little piece of equipment consisting of a coil with 
a single slider,a nicely machined crystal holder, 4 nicely machined binding 


posts, all mounted on a varnished walnut base. 


I immediately showed it to the local radio expert (we had so-called experts 


in those days too) who informed me that it couldn't be much good because the 
good ones had two sliders on the coil . Despite this we hung up a very good 
100 £t antenna running from a cedar pole on the house to one of our apple 
trees.100 feet of nr14 solid copper wire went for $.40 in those days! 


For several days as I recall, despite all my efforts to find a sensitive spot 
on the crystal,I had no luck. I was afraid that the expert was right;but then 
I discovered if I put the slider way up at the top of the coil I could hear 
mosquito like sounds and then sliding down the coil I could hear WGY in 
Schenectady . I did not know until several years later that those "mosquitos" 
were the synchronous sparks of the marine coastal stations..They put out 
beaucoup watts ! 


My listening was often interupted because my receiver was located in our one 
bathroom! 


This receiver does not qualify for boatanchors because it would float but I 
hope you all will be interested.Can anyone beat me with a first receiver 

using a coherer?. Mine was in sense solid state. We have come a long , long

Greetings all, 


I just discovered some information that may save someone some 
grief. 


I currently have an R390, and two R-391s. I performed an 
alignment and some other repairs on my R390 about six months ago. 
During that time, I had swapped the PP-621/URR power supply 

in the R390 with one from the R-391s. I ASSumed this was no 

big deal. Both PP-621s looked identical, and were even made 

on the same contract. 


I was wrong. The problem that came up involves the 3/8 amp 
B+ fuse. On some versions of the PP-621/R-389/R-390/R-391 
combinations the B+ fuse is bypassed! 


I am missing some documentation and therefore the following 
explanation is based partly on fact, and partly on my speculation: 


It turns out that early versions of the R-389, R-390, 

and R-391 had NO B+ fuse. A Modification Work Order (MWO) came 
out in 1958 to retrofit the R-389/R-390/R-391 receivers with a 
3/8 amp B+ fuse. I do not have the documenation for this work 
order, but the work order number is SIG 11-5820-294-35/1. If 
your receiver has had this MWO implemented, you should see this 
number stamped on the upper right-hand corner of the back panel 
of your R-389/R-390/R-391. I am pretty sure that this MwWO 
included modifications to both the receiver itself (to add the 
B+ fuse) as well as power supply PP-621/URR. Of course, there 


is no guarantee after all these years that you have the original 
PP-621 power supply in your receiver. 


Anyway, I was looking at the schematic of my R-391, and was 
comparing it with the schematic of my recently acquired R-390 
manual and noticed a difference in the way the B+ fuse is wired 
into the circuit. I THINK (This is my speculation) that the 
R-390 schematic I have incorporates the MWO mod, but I am not 
certain. Anyway, judging from the schematic, if you take a 
PP-621 power supply from a receiver that DOES NOT have the MwWO 
performed on it, and install it in a receiver that DOES have 
the MWO implemented on it, the B+ fuse is effectively bypassed! 


Note that this can happen even if both receivers have a B+ fuse. 
In other words, if one receiver has the B+ fuse as a result of 
the MWO performed on it, and the other receiver had the B+ fuse 
incorporated as part of its original design, the two methods 
are incompatible! 


So here is my WARNING: If you have an R-389/R-390/R-391, you 
would be well-advised to check to see if your B+ fuse is wired 
into the circuit, by removing it and verifying the the receiver 
is inoperative. Note that this does not apply to the R390A, I 
am only speaking of the non-'A' version here. 


By the way, does anyone have a spare PP-621/URR power supply 
for sale?

its 1A1 plug in and have swapped the CA out of the 556. The 543 is just 
too beautiful to let rot. 


A while back, there was a post suggesting that 543s should be passed by if 
they still contain selenium rectifiers. Here are some questions, and I 
would be most grateful for public or private help: 


1. How does one tell the difference between a 543, 543A, or 543B? 
Is it clearly marked? This one says just "543" on the front and 
has a 4x10 reticule on its CRT. 


2. How does one identify selenium rectifiers by inspection? (And 
where does one look in a 543?) 


3. Should one be scared of these rectifiers? Is it because they are 
difficult to find, or when they fail, do they take other components 
with them? 


4. Can anyone suggest a reference for reworking a circuit to eliminate 
these? Is it as simple as finding another solid-state equivalent? 


I am going to purchase Stan's book. I am starting to feel signs of a 
slight addiction. My XYL is being tolerant but will xNOT*x be happy if this 
keeps up.

Handbook identifies a base diagram, but has no listing of characteristics. 
The MIL equivalence table identified the aliases, and called it a high 
reliability twin triode receiving tube. It's a short 9 pin tube, with 

an unusual base diagram (probably why it didn't become popular). Pins 

1 & 9 are the heaters, 2 & 8 the cathodes, 3 & 7 the grids, 4 & 6 the 
plates, and 5 is an internal shield.
